Aug. 19.—The mass meeting- of the 
Democratic Honest Money league was 
held Tuesday evening under the most 
favorable auspices. 
The weather was 


nil that could be desired, clear and de- 
lightfully cool, and thousands iipoii 
thousands of persons turned out to hear 
Hon. Uourkc Cockran's reply to the 
speech of William Jennings }iryan, de- 
livered in the same amphitheater last 
Wednesday nig-ht. 


Arrangements for the meeting were 


made on a most elaborate and almost 
perfect scale. 
The doors were opened 


at six o'clock, and from that hour until 
the speaking commenced a steady 
stream of people iiowed into the huge 
auditoriii]-. 


The Sixty-ninth Regiment band ren- 


dered a series of airs as the audience 
filed in. Every man, woman and child 
who entered was given a small Ameri- 
can flag and a leaflet containing the 
words of the "Star Spangled Banner," 
and "America." 
These songs were 


rendered by a double quartet, in which 
'the vast assemblage assisted. 


On the platform, besides Major John 


Byrnes, president of the Democratic 
Honest Money league, who called the 
convention to order, were Hon. Perry 
Belmont, the permanent chairman of 
the meeting; Hon. Bourke Cockran, 
speaker of the evening, and a host of 
prominent Democrats. 
Eighty-three 


hundred chairs had been placed in the 
arena of the great auditorium, swelling 
the seating- capacity to about IS.000. 


Major Byrnes introduced Mr. Bel- 


mont, who made a short address. 
At 


one point in his remarks he was par- 
ticularly severe on Populists and Popu- 
lism, in which category he included 
Mr. Bryan.

Chang to Spend a Day or Two in 


the-Wiudy City. 


Chicago. Aug. 19.—A movement is on 


fo:>t among- prominent clubmen of this 
city, to extend an Invitation to Li 
Hung Chang1, the Chinese viceroy, to 
have him stop over a couple of days in 
Chicago while en route to the Pacific 
coast. Colonel M. F, Jeffords, C. E., 
of Shanghai, an American promoter of 
railroads in China, has been in town 
the past -few days, and he has helped 
along the movement. In conversation 
with a reporter Colonel Jeffords said: 


"1 am returning now to perfect the 


plans for building the longest railroad 
iu the empire. 
A your ago last June 1 


left London for China for the purpose 
of investigating the needs and pros- 
pects for railroads there. 
I returned 


with the preliminary contract for con 
structiug- a line of railroad from Pckin 
to Hankow, a distance of TOO miles. 
II 


will be built largely by foreign capi- 
talists. Two-thirds of this has been 
contributed by the Chinese mereh:ui< 
companies, and the other third comes 
lan'L'ly.from America. The consti\ic- 
tion of the railroad will require a capi- 
tal of 30.000.000 taels. 
A tael is worth 


about 7:> cents in American money. 


"China has at present only ISO miles 


of railroad, owned and operated by the 
imperial government. 
One reason fot 


the tardiness of the investment of for- 
eign capital is that there are no laws 
wuich will make it secure. I am now 
returning- to inspect the papers in the 
edict from the emperor allowing the 
construction of this road, to see that it 
conforms to the requirements of the 
investment of Ango-American capital. 
Americans up to the present time have 
been more backward about investing 
in China than other capitalists, and 
have made no effort to send agents 
there to investigate. But the condition 
is chajK'-ing-. 
D"The trip of Li Hung- Chang through 
Europe and America will result in the 
rapid development of railroad systems 
in China. He is a man of great intelli- 
gence and appreciates the wonderful 
advantages to be gained by American 
methods of transportation. Shea Tao 
Tai is at present the general manager 
of railways and of the development of 
the mines and 
other industries in 


China. He is not only a warm personal 
friend of Li Hung Chang, but is his 
partner iu tho Chinese merchant com- 
pany and other great enterprises. 


"All stories of 
Li Hung Chang's 


deposition from power in China are 
false. lie cis the greatest man. in the 
empire, next to the. emperor, and the 
mission to St. Petersburg was the 
greatest honor that could be conferred 
on any subject of the empire."

In answer to the question, "Would 


not free coinage of silver by the United 
States alone lead to a complete dis- 
placement of our gold?" 
Dr. Andrews 


replied: 
"I do not think so. People would not 
hoard or export gold in face of a move- 
ment certain to cheapen it. It seems 
to me rather likely that the rehabilita- 
tion of silver by us wonW be the occas- 
ion of setting free vast amounts of gold 
uow hoarded." 


"Would not the effect of the recent 


increased production of gold, as com- 
pared to silver, be counterbalanced in 
the event of free coinage by the stimu- 
lus thus given to silver mining and by 
the influx of foreign silver?" 
'' There would be no influx of foreign 


silver," he replied. 
"Immediately 


free coinage by us would increase the 
total amount of' silver advanced. 
The 


marginal cost would be increased with 
the output, so that all tendency from 
this source of silver would be nega- 
tived. 
Prolific silver mines now are 


very few.'' 


As to the advantages of free silver 


and the possibility that these advant- 
ages would be negatived by injury to 
our credit, thus causing a withdrawal 
o! foreign capital, Dr. Andrews said: 


"Our present course must speedily 


lower our credit. How long could a 
man or a firm continue to have credit 
who borrowed each year to pay a large 
portion of his running expenses? 
Yet, 


on a gold basis, this course^ is inevit- 
able, and that is at this moment the 
reason why foreign leaders are afraid 
of our securities. There must be a 
change, if we would avoid bankruptcy. 
With free coinage, [every 
industry 


would look up, and even if we lost our 
gold, our prosperity would invite Eng- 
lisg capital, just as Japan's prosperity 
now causes it to rush there. 


"Never since slavery days has the 


press in the parts of the country famil- 
iar to me displayed such disregard for 
truth and such stubborn obtusenesa to 
most obvious considerations as at pres- 
ent on the silver question. This means 
that the money power, seated in Lon- 
ion, but with representatives in New 
York, Philadelphia and Chicago is de- 
termined to continue the appreciation 
of gold, and determined, therefore, 
that tho facts shall not be known. 


"The bankers and the press are al- 


most entirely under the influence. 
I 


think tho money question at the pres 
eut time the greatest question of civili- 
zation." 


In response to the request of the 


Democrats of tho sixth Indiana con- 
gressional district for an expression of 
his views on the issues in the present 
campaign, Dr. Ridpath, the noted his- 
torian, said: 
'In regard to my nomination for con- 


gress I strove iu every way I could to 
avoid that and to prevent it. 
My per- 


sonal affairs and some public duties 
that lie just ahead seemed ,to preclude 
tho propriety or possibility of my being 
a candidate for any office. 
I never 


sought office in my life and never ex- 
pect to do so, for the reason that it 
sooms to mo clear that tho people have 
tho absolute right of initiative in such 
matters. I havo always contended that 


guch a doctrine? • In the name of com- 
mon sense, has it come to pass that 
patriotic ciitizens in the United States 
of America cannot advocate the right 
of the people to govern themselves? 
Has it come to this that wep have sore 
enough a lot of self-constituted masters 
who shall tell us what is good for us 
and how we shall obtain it? Arn we 
Americans a lot of younglings who are 
unable to lead ourselves, but must be 
led rather as with a string and fed on 
porridge as with a spoon? 


"Among the methods as it seems to 


me by which the- government is to be 
recovered by the people is, first of all, 
as the matter now stands, the restora- 
tion of our currency. 
We want our 


currency system put back precisely 
where it was under the statute and 
constitution for the first eighty-one 
years of our existence as a nation.' 
Our statutory bimetallic system of cur- 
rency was taken from us in 1873 by a 
process which I do not care to charac- 
terize in fitting terms. 
Now we pro- 


pose to have it back again. The restor- 
ation ot our silver money to the place 
it held before, is the people's cause, 
and the people in this contest are going 
to triumph. They are going to triumph 
in the open light of day under the clear 
gleam of light and truth. 


"The silver dollar was from of old 


tho unit of money and account in the 
United States. That aollar, to this 
hour, has never been altered by the 
fraction of a grain in the quantity of 
pure metal composing it. 
Every other 


coin, whether of gold or silver, 
has 


been altered time and again, but the 
silver unit never. The silver dollar was 
the dollar of the law and the contract. 
It is to this day the dollar of the law 
and the contract. To the silver nnit 
all the rest, both gold and silver, have 
been conformed from our first statute 
of 1792 to that ill-starred date when 
the conspiracy against our old contitu- 
tional order first declared itself. 
The 


gold eagle of the original statute and 
of all subsequent statutes was 
not 


made to be $10, but to be of the value 
of §10. 
The naif-eagle was not made 


to be $5, but to be of the value of $5. 
The quarter-eagle was of the value of 
$2.50, and the double-eagle was of the 
value of $20. Even the gold dollar of 
184!), marvelous to relate, was not a 
dollar, but was made to be of the value 
of a dollar. 
The subsidiary coins were 


all fractions of the dollar, and the dol- 
lar was of silver only. 


"Not a single dictionary or encyclo- 


paedia in the English language before 
the year 1878 ever defined dollar in 
any terms other than of silver. In that 
year the administrators of the estate of 
Noah Webster, decease, cut the plates 
of our standard lexicon and inserted a 
new definition that had become neces- 
sary in order to throw a penumbra of 
rationality around the 
international 


gold consirpacy. 


"The way to obviate the further dis- 


astrous effects of this international gold 
conspiracy is to stop it. 
We want the 


system of bimetallism restored to this 
country. 
Bimetallism means the op- 


tion of the debtor to pay either of two 
statuary coins according to his own 
convenience and according to tho con- 
tract. This option freely granted, the 
commercial parity of the two money 
metals will be speedily reiched, nor 
can snch parity ever be seriously dis- 
turbed again as long as the unimpeded 
option of the debtor to pay in the one 
motal or the other shall be conceded 
by law and tho terms of the contract. 
The present commercial disparity of 
tho two rnetnls has boon produced by 
the pernicious legislation which began 
twenty-three years ago aud which has

If ever there was a crowd that de- 


served the sympathy of all humanity, 
it was the 'one that assembled at the 
hail in New Boston last night to hear 
tho campaign 
issues 
discussed 
by 


Messrs. Holcomb and Ball, 
alleged 


lights of the Republican party. 


There was a kind of an air of disap- 


pointment apparent in tho crowd be- 
fore the meeting commenced, aud that 
air deepened into actual despair before 
it was over. Even the sound of martial 
music, that usually enlivens any crowd, 
failed to have any effect on those who 
had assembled, aud when tho fifer fin- 
ally broke down and stopped playing 
in the middle of the last selection, no 
one seemed to notice it aud sec-mid re- 
lieved when the drummers finally quit. 
The crowd, about oiie hundred in num- 
ber, then filed slowly up stairs and 
scattered out over the hall. 


Captain James Skeltou, aa master of 


ceremonies, introduced Harry Ball as 
the first speaker of the evening. 
Mr. 


Ball is a good-looking young man. can 
read reasonably well and has a voice 
that is rather timid. 
He was no doubt 


conscientious in what he said and had 
no trouble in convincing all who were 
present that he knew nothing about the 
money question. 
He said the currency 


question now so prominent was 
"> new 


issue and he wished to enlighten the 
people on it. 
He forgot this declara- 


tion, however, iu a little while and de- 
clared that this aame question has been 
discunsed for twenty years. 
Of course 


he presumed that the people of New 
Boston had been asleep during that en- 
tire twenty years and kuew nothing 
about it. 
He then informed the audi- 


ence, that by this time were trying to 
become reconciled to their fato, that 
Adam and Eve had no national banks 
and did not lie awake, or lie on the 
money question either, because they 
could not pay their note at tho bank. 


He frankly admitted that silver and 


gold was the first real money that we 
ever had and that silver ante-dated 
gold. 
He said that money was only a 


medium of exchange the same as the 
Ohio river, the canal and the railroads 
are, or words to that effect, and then 
the pBOple looked at him hard, looked 
at each other aud then at tho open win- 
dows as if they contemplated jumping 
out and ending their misery, but they 
thought better of it and let the young 
man go on. 


He then declared that he believed in 


gold and silver as money, and he 
further believed that silver was just 
as good as gold, that there had been 
more coined last year than in any other 
year in the history of the nation and 
that he wanted to see the coinage go 
right on at 16 to 1. This was eloquent 
and the hall was so quiet that you 
could have heard a mosquito wink or a 
linch-pin fall. 
Those who were not 


sound asleep were trying to decide 
whether Mr. Ball was ,'inaking a gold 
speech or a silver speech, or was just 
amusing himself by making as many 
ontradictory statements as possible in 
i given length of time. 
But _he went 


right on. He said the government had 
about §600,000,000 in gold, $600,000,- 
000 in ^silver and §600,000,000 in 
paper, and that the only thing that 
makes the paper dollars and the silver 
dollars worth one hundred cents is that 
the government agrees to redeem them 
in gold; that is, the government would 
give every man a gold dollar for his 
ailver dollar or his paper dollar any 
time he demanded it. 
He did iiot ex- 


plain, however, how the government 
could pay $1,200,000,000 with $600,- 
000,000. He was asked after the meet- 
ing how the government would perform 
this feat, and ho said they would bor- 
row more gold. 


Mr. Ball declared with much em- 


phasis—so much in fact that .he came 
near waking up a part of the 


asleep conld take their choice. 
He de- 


clared that all the coin in the United 
States except gold is aubsidary, and iu 
short he said anything he could think 
of,whether relative to the subject or not, 
until he could thiuk of nothing else, 
and then he commenced to read alleged 
facts from imaginary records, aud even 
read a clipping purporting to come fr^mi 
a copy of the Times long years ago, 
advocating gold, but ho was mistaken 
about that, as he was about everything 
else. He also told the poor laboring 
rnaii that under free silver he would 
have to pay the farmer twice as. much 
for what he bought of him as he does 
now, 
but would not get any more for 


his labor, and then when a farmer in 
the audience, who had been waked up 
by a trolley car passing, commenced to 
smile at tho thought of the fortunes 
he would make at selling bis produce 
for double its present cost and haying 
to pay no more for labor than he does 
now, he blasted that man's hopes by 
telling him that after all, what he got 
for his produce would not amount to 
any more than it does now. 


If we had space we would like to 


publish all of Mr. Ball's speech—we 
have it—but wo have given enough of 
it to show that tho whole harangue 
was a string of inconsistencies from be- 
ginning to end. Not a point was made 
in the whole speech and not a sound of 
applause greeted the speaker until he 
sat down, aud then one or two men ap- 
plauded, not what he said, but what 
he did not say. 


It must be said that it' was not the 


fault of Mr. Ball that he did not make 
a good speech; it was lack of facts on 
which to make a speech in favor of the 
gold standard—the same gold standard 
under which the laborers of Europe 
are today paupers—that made the mis- 
erable failure. 
Almost every man in 


the house who kept awake, looked as if 
they sympathized with Mr. Ball. 
He 


was making the best of a very bad bar- 
gain. 


Mr. Holcomb spoke briefly after Mr. 


Ball, but as he said nothing, there is 
nothing to report. 
He indulged in a 


few flights of oratory—blank cartridges 
—and very mercifully let the aadience 
off. 


Over half the crowd were silver men, 


and it is safe to say that half the rest 
will be such before the 3d day of No- 
vember. 


We have Mr. Ball's speech and will 


use some of his declarations from time 
to time. 
They are great campaign 


documents.

John Haskius, a weak-minded pris-

cnt him down. His tongue was hang- 
ing out and he waa evidenlty suffering 
much agony. 
He hud tom a piece of 


his blanket and twisted it into a rope. 
There are two holes in the top of his 
coll through which he had run the im- 
provised rope. 
Ho then stood on his 


bunk, and tying the ropo around his 
neck, jumped off. He evidently was 
careful not to make a noise, for the 
other prisoners heard no suspicious 
sounds. 


Haskins was put in jail July 25th by 


'Snjre O. A.. Scarl for assaulting' his 
father, Asa Haskins. 
Ho is about 35 


years old and lived near Sciotoville. 
Since his confinement in the jail lie 
has shown symptoms of insanity. 
He 


imagines that everybody is trying to 
kill him and has stirred up several 
fights with other prisoners. Ho became 
so violent that it was necessary to keep 
him locked in his cell. 
It is probable 


that an inquest of sanity will bo held 
within a few days.
